LITTLE ONES WHO MISS THE JOYS OF 


LIFE'S SPRING.

The following paper, read before the 


Yamparlka club of Vernon, Tex., by 
Lillian Edgell Tschlffely, touches with 
tenderness a subject that should claim 
the attention of every good man and 
woman: 


The solving of this problem 1 shall 
eave to wiser heads than mine. That 
t is unjust and injurious to a child to 
>e made to bear the burdens of heavy 
abor In its tender years is beyond dis- 
pute, but where the blame lies or where 
the remedy, who shall say? 


Perhaps, as some believe, it lies in the 


prohibition of marriage to those unfit 
Inancially or physically to assume the 
care of a family, or, as others suggest, 
each state provide for the support and 
'ducation of those children within its 
borders who, being compelled to labor 
for the necessities of life, are thus de- 
prived of the opportunities accorded to 
more fortunate children. That the bur- 
den should be lifted from the childish 
shoulders is the desire of all right 
thinking people. For a tender little 
child to be condemned to hard labor is 
cruel and unnatural. 


We have all seen those energetic but 


unwise parents whose cry is, "Work, 
work," from daylight to dark. In their 
rugged and mature strength they defy 
weariness, and so the tired little feet 
run here and there at their behest and 
no time for the child to lie in the soft 
grass of soin<i shady nook and follow 
with beating heart the adventures of 
tbe brave prince and lovely princess of 
a delightful fairy tale. "Stuff and non- 
sense!" th*>ee Gradgrlnds cry out if 
you talk of leisure hours for children. 
"Work Is good, work Is wholesome." 
Yes, BO It is; but, as Samantha says, 
"Do be mejum." 
But ever on their 


lips Is tlie time \\orn saying about 
"satan finding mischief for idle hands 
to do," and the other side, "All work 
and no play makes Jack a dull boy," 
they Beom to forget.

We attempt no such foolish thing. 
They are given time to grow. They 
cat, Bleep and play and thus Jay up 
strength and vigor against the time 
when vigor and strength are most 
needed. And shall we deal less sensibly 
with the tender bodies of little chil- 
dren? 


After all, I question if idleness for 


children Is the terrible evil these rush- 
Ing, grinding grown ups would have 
us believe. Is not their time for work 
coming even now with flying feet 1o 
take tiwny the glad days of youth and 
sunny leisure hours? As men mid wo- 
men they must labor. There is no es- 
cape from "In the sweat of thy fuce 
shnlt thou ent bread. 


So give the children growing time 


and playing time nnd beautiful dreams 
of childhood to look back upon when 
they have taken their place with the 
toilers of the earth, whore all must 
labor from the rising of the sun until 
the going down thereof. 


But 1 think the programme commit- 


tee must Ime had in mind those poor 
children fTi the sweatshops and facto- 
ries of large cities, nnd of those I know 
very little. But my one glimpse of 
them abides with me. I was staying 
with a- friend in the country not far 
from a large eastern city. The heat that 
summer v>as something terrible, and 
the charitable organizations of this city 
had been active in behalf of the poor 
childion of factory and shop. Group 
after group had been, sent to the coun- 
try for a few days of fresh air and 
wholesome food. 


My friend had asked that a dozen lit- 


tle ones be sent to her for two weeks. 
Ou the day of their arrival I was in- 
vited to drive with her to the station, 
several miles away, to meet them. I 
went with a good deal of pleasure. I 
am fond of children, nnd two weeks 
with a dozen merry boys and girls held 
promise of gay times. But what a rev- 
elation of an unknown childhood it 
was to me when the train at last drew 
in and slowly, listlessly there filed out 
pale, wnn shadows of children, scarce 
lifting their eyes to look about them, 
moving as they were directed, without 
appaicntly knowing or caring whither! 


As I looked at those old, old faces 


and small, shrunken forms my heart 
wink. "Merry times," Indeed! I would 
us soon expect a good time playing 
hunt tbe slipper or "I spy" with the in- 
mates of an old ladles' home as with 
these poor dwarfed atoms of child- 
hood. 


Four of them we took In the carriage 


with us. The others went in tbe large 
farm wagon brought for that purpose. 
\V"e drove silently through the village 
and out upon the country road. All my 
plans to help these waifs were In chaos. 
Glancing at their dull faces and droop- 


I felt quite helpless. 


Suddenly the horses turned Into a. 


ahady lane, and truly it was a lovely 
thing. Bordered on cither side by a low 
atone wall, over whose brown weather 
beaten sides the pink wild roses and 
creeping greenery ran in riotous beau- 
ty, trees overshadowed it so thickly 
that the sun only filtered through In 
golden splotches of light Down In the 
green soft grass by the roadside were 
flung great beds of purple violets, as if 
A queen had lingered there to rent and 
left her royal mantle on the ground. 
Suddenly I felt a little bony hand clutch 
my arm. 1 looked down at the child 
near me. The liftllesn look was gone, 
the pale face was quivering all over, 
the Hniall IKM!V wan tense with excite- 
ment, and tear* were streaming down 
her i heeks. I do not think she knew 
of the tcara at all, (or she. made no 1890 


effort to wipe them avray. I asked «nx-. 
iously if she were 111. Without heeding 
me in the least she leaned far out of th'e" 
carriage and held both arms toward the 
nodding roses and waving trees, as if 
she would clasp to her starved little 
heart all this wonderful beauty. 1 
spoke to her again, In a rather uncer- 
tain voice, if the truth must be told. 
Still she was silent, but raised to mine 
the saddest a ad most eloquent eyes I 
have ever beheld. I looked at the two 
boys sitting next my friend, nnd, oh, 
such transfigured faces! Their thin 
hands, held out to the sun, opened and 
closed ns if they were grasping gold. 


Before that drive homeward came to 


an end my anticipation of a good time 
revived. These were children after all. 
Dwarfed and stunted by hard work and 
harder fare, by foul air of dark shop 
and factory, illy nourished and cheated 
out of their childhood, yet childhood 
was here, and in the days that follol*- 
ed we watched it emerge from its pris- 
on house in those starved, work worn 
little bodies and revel in the Joys of 
youth. The old faces grew young be- 
fore our eyes. And the most pathetic 
thing to me was to see how all day long 
the toil worn bauds clasped flowers as 
if they could never hate enough of 
them. 


When the two weeks were over, we 


drove again through that green and 
golden lane oa our way to the station 
with our guests. But how different are 
these restless, turbulent boys and girls 
from the dull, listless children that we 
had lately brought along the same 
road! No pale cheeks or dull eyes now. 
Climbing in and out of the carriage, 
snatching handfuls of flowers, calling 
gayly back to the birds, laughing and 
chattering, their joy undimraed by the 
knowledge that they were returning to 
tortuous days of hard labor, shut away 
from all this delight. 


As I watched the train that was 


bearing them back to their poor, mea- 
ger lives how I wished that I owned 
the earth, thnt 1 might give it and the 
fullness thereof to all such blighted 
childhood ns this! 


Overworked, underfed children are 


about us, but those blessed heritages 
of childhood—air nnd sunshine, SOUK 
of bird and miming- brook—-thej h,Tve 
freely. And yet here in our own sun- 
ny \\ esteru land there is work we may 
do for children. 


Fur out In lonely little homes on the 


prairie, away from church or Sabbath 
school, never n book or paper finding 
its way to them, are many children 
w ho labor with their elders from dawn 
until dark. True, they are infinitely 
better off than the little city children 
of the poor, but they are at our doors, 
and there Is much we can do to bright- 
en and better their lives. And here Is 
work for the Yampankas. Let them 
gather up th» magazines, story books 
and papers their own children have in 
such abundance and send them out to 
those isolated homes. You do not know 
what joy and delight they would carry 
with them. Pored over by the flicker- 
ing firelight until worn out, their pret 
ty illustrations sa^ed aud pinned on 
the bare walls, to be a dally fea&t of 
beauty to childish eyes. 


I was lately In one of those lonely 


prairie homes. I looked carefully about 
the one room—that was all the little 
[)lank house boasted of—for paper'or 
Ixiok, but there w ns none. Se\ eral 
bright, lonely children came and made 
friends with me. The little boy came 
shyly and handed me a small paste- 
board box. I opened it to see what 
childish trensuie he had so carefully 
ilddea away, and who would not have 
icen touched at sight of the small pic- 
tute card, with its gay bunch of roses 
that were so lovely to those beauty 
starved children? Turning the card 
over, I found a pretty poem that each 
hild could repeat correctly from mem 
ory. 


Surely when we see our homes over- 


flowing with books and papers we can- 
not withhold them from these less for- 
:unate ones. 


Ynmparikas, do this. Make it your 


jusluess to send out bundles of papers 
often. There are many ways of finding 
out where they are needed, and do not 
forget to put In a small Bible or Testa- 
ment. There was none in the home I 
spenk of. If the club does no work but 
this throughout the coming year, it will 
have done much.

LESSONS IN NATURE; 


nonunion Labor Build* Chnrcheft. 
Bishop Potter and Archbishop Cor- 


rigan will be appealed to by organized 
labor to prevent, if possible, the turn- 
ployment of nonunion men In the con 
etructlon of churches and church build 
ing In this city, says the New York 
Journal. 


"If nonunion men are to be employee 


to build churches, we want to know it," 
said Delegate William .T. O'Brien of the 
New York branch of the National Gran- 
ite Cutters' union at the meeting of the 
Central Federated union. "There are 
more nonunion jobs on church work 
than on any other kind of building 
work in this city. 


"Nonunion men are at present em- 


ployed on tlie Cathedral of St. John the 
Divine, in One Hundred and Tenth 
street, and on the Roman Catholic or- 
phan asylum at Fordham heights. We 
want the church placed on record in re- 
lation to the employment of nonunion 
men. The workmen on the new ca- 
thedral are employed under the padrone 
system. Such a system should not be 
tolerated, and least of all In tbe con- 
struction of a church."

New York papers of June 18 Lave 


notified us that Sir Henry Hamilton 
Johnston, special commissioner for the 
Uganda protectorate, has returned to 
London after an absence of two years. 
He brings stories of I'ganda, "a sec- 
ion of Africa which has been depopu- 
ated by wars and is now marvelouslj 
stocked with big game of all kinds, 
as tame as if they were roaming in an 
English park. Even lions are so busy 
'ceding themselves with what they 
need that they take no notice of tbe 
approach of men. And there is no 
spdrt in killing any game, so peaceful- 
y all the wild species have learned 
low to live there." 
* 


There is nothing wonderful in that 
ncident. It corresponds with the ex- 
perience of all men who have first in- 
vaded any solitude in which the so 
'ailed brute creation had not yet learn- 
d how to fear man, the only being 
who can be a brute because the only 
one who can choose between brutality 
and nobility, tvho can prefer the 
•Wretched excitements of wars, murder, 
destruction, to the boundless jojs of 
peace, life and beauty. 


Some one has said, "The artist's 


work, is finished when he draws his last 
breath." Perhaps most of us apply that 
sentence to our own life with that pe- 
culiar infatuation that modern educa- 
tion seems to Impart. Have we not 
really giien the cold shoulder to that 
Christian humility, meekness, unwill- 
ingness to show our merits, even If we 
have them, that alone give value to 
merit? In the old good times, bad 
enough anyhow, people had at least a 
certain respect for the ideal in ques- 
tion, but in our days can we succeed In 
any line of material success if we try to 
be meek? Have wo time or inclination 
for meekness or any respect for It? 
How can we in the midst of the most 
Intensely materialistic progress that 
the earth ever exhibited? In our hun- 
ger and thirst for wealth at any cost 
and ns rapidly as possible not even the 
artist finds much room anywhere, since 
the grand ultimatum of all real art is 
completion, perfection in some form of 
beauty appealing to the best and high- 
est aspirations of the soul, the beauty 
that imitates the precise scientific proc- 
esses of nature—processes which take 
time as an Indispensable element in all 
that is worth doing Modern progress 
Is bent upon suppressing time, lacks 
tnste for all that is not accomplished 
with great rapidity; hence the increas- 
ed unsolved problems we evolve in our 
cyclonic modes of life, iu our vortexlike 
activities. Experts in the disease of in- 
sanity tell us that most insane people 
are unable to be quiet except in the 
ebbing periods, when a certain degree 
of reason reasserts a certain form of 
order in mental phenomena. That is 
not very flattering to the intense prcs- 
sBPe that presides over most of our 
present tendencies while neglecting all 
work in healthy social life, without 
which all is, inartistic, incomplete. 


And \\hy should not human develop- 


ment rest on the same peaceful, rhym- 
!c, universal laws which in all direc- 
tions produce the greatest effects \\ith 
the minimum expendit-ire of force- 
while never in a hurry, yet never lack- 
Ing time? 
Even the lowest animal 


forms endowed with great power re- 
spect those around, however insignifi- 
cant in size and force for purposes 
of self defense, when no obstacles 
stand in the way to satisfy their nat- 
ural needs, as exhibited all over the 
planet and especially exemplified by 
the incident above mentioned. Through 
no other natural processes or laws 
could we have the boundless diversity 
of animal species perpetuated through 
centuries. There is nothing brutal or 
cruel in nature outside of man when 
he prefers to satisfy his lower instincts 
rather than the higher, and it is in- 
variably from the supposed high types 
that humanity has suffered or been 
kept on tbe plane of eternal disturb- 
ances, evolving tbe most repulsive de- 
formities because of fundamental re- 
pudiations of the most important nat- 
ural laws, laws of full development 
for all forms. 


Let all men have what they need for 


their healthy growth, as nature fur- 
nishes for all animal life, give them 
the freedom of God's universe, grant 
them the fall ownership of all their 
faculties, don't establish any restric- 
tions but those indispensable to equal 
opportunities and full manhood for 
every human being, that each may 
grow 
in any given direction 
ac- 


cording to the bent of their own in- 
dividuality, since each comes with an 
especial taste for an especial useful 
function, don't force anybody to do 
what would suit somebody else for his 
own selfish purposes, and each man 
shall become an artist in his own oc- 
cupation through life, and each one 
Dhall work out his own best destinies 
while enabling everybody else to do 
the same. But, then, that requires an 
artistic progress, a scientific civiliza- 
tion, iu accord with the scientific and 
•rtistic cosmo» in the midst of which 
we all have been placed by the Artist 
of the innnite. 


And, 
oh, the pity of it! Try to ap- 


proach that subject when talking with 
fine, intelligent, superior people, those 
anyhow who control everything worth 
having under modern existence, and 
they will soon manage to carry tbe con- 
versation Into channels ws oloar as 
mud, 
Into Ideals a» narrow and mean 


as thos«> of thHr prototypes In each pe- 
riod of history. The regeneration of hu- 
manity iiumt come, It seems, from the 
plain peoplo not yet Infatuated with 
tbemielves.

Our practical progrebMonihts are not 


to be expected to jrivo much time to 
subjective studies. They concern them- 
sehos with material things that are at 
hand here and now. They are not feai- 
ful of the future because they are 
thinking of the present and are feeling 
eonlirk'iit that whatever the future 
brings they will take care of them- 
selves. 


Fortunately there nre others who, be- 


ing merely lookers on at the game, can 
bee more clearly. These see the drift of 
events toward state or national social- 
ism. They see that the trust managers 
nre workint? into the hands of the so- 
cialists. The protagonists of the trusts 
declare that consolidation is necessary 
and thnt monopoly enables this country 
to compete in the markets of the world 
with all other nations. This sentiment 
the socialists applaud, ami they felici- 
tate themselves over the powerful ac- 
cession to their ranks. They boast of 
their patiiotis.ni in seeking to give this 
country the power to distance all other 
coiintue.s commercially, but they very 
logically argue that if consolidation is 
good complete consolidation would be 
better and if private monopoly is good 
public monopoly is better. 


The men who are at the head of one 


trust are more or less in evidence in all 
other trusts. The heads of the railroad 
trust, of the silver trust, of the gold 
tru«t, of the other trusts, are practical- 
ly the same men. They are consolidat- 
ing the wealth of the nation in a few 
hands, and they are hastening the day 
when the people will join the socialists 
and demand and enforce the right to 
name and select those whom they pre- 
fer as malingers and directors of these 
vast interests. The trust magnates are 
building an edifice so enormous that It 
cannot long be occupied as a private 
residence and which must be occupied 
as n public caravansary. They are 
building monopolies too big for private 
control, and these monopolies will go 
into public control. They are greater 
propagandists of socialism than are the 
students, scholars and sentimentalists 
wbo are endeavoring to write and talk 
In the millennium. It is a case of ex- 
tremes meeting. Every word said or 
written in favor of or in defense of 
these monster organizations is so much 
added to the argument in favor of state 
socialism, and it is quite natural to see 
the socialists exultant—Memphis Com- 
mercial Appeal.

as well. 3' Like ourselves, animals enter 
on the struggle for existence wlth|a 
modicum of equipment in figure, com- 
plexion, voice and demeanor and with 
the assignment of a definite role to 
play in the melodrama of life. Hence 
we are not surprised to find that many 
of our four, six and eight footed com- 
petitors have, figuratively speaking, at- 
tained to some proficiency in the art of 
Imposition while endeavoring to gain 
a foothold in the world— I. e., the op- 
portunity of feeding, mating and leav- 
ing offspring to repeat the same per- 
formance continuously. 


It must have been. some such reflec- 


tion as this which led. Henry Drum- 
inond to remark that "Carlyle In his 
blackest visions of 'shams aud hum- 
bugs' among humankind never saw 
anything so finlshediln hypocrisy as 
the naturalist nowjflnds in every trop- 
ical forest. There are to be seen crea- 
tures, not singly, butfin tens of thou- 
sands, whose every appearance, down 
to the minutest spot aud wrinkle, is an 
affront to truth, whose every attitude 
Is a pose for a purpose and whose life 
Is a sustained lie. Before these mas- 
terpieces of deception the most in- 
genious of human impositions are vul- 
gar and transparent. 
Fraud is not 


only the great rule of life in a tropical 
forest, but the one condition of it." 


Drumuiond's statements are perhaps 


a little misleading without some quali- 
fication, for animals are not Impostors 
In the ordinary sense of the term, since 
they are, of course, perfectly unaware 
of appearing under a deceptive dis- 
guise. Moreover, what is true of ani- 
mal life In the tropics is also In great 
measure true of animal life in other re- 
gions of the globe. 
' 


In the. development of deceptive dis- 


guises—disguises which affect the form, 
attitude and color, but largely the color, 
of animal*— nature appears to have 
proceeded along two different paths, 
one of which is direct and relatively 
easy, the other circuitous aud much 
more ditlicult. The easy path, which 
may be considered, first. Is that of pro- 
tective resemblance, plire and simple— 
I. e., an approach invthe animal's form, 
color and attitude to some object In the 
surroundings. Such an approximation 
can hardly fall to be of the greatest ad- 
vantage, since tho animal 
thereby 


merges so completely with its euvlrou- 
ment as to, pass unobserved by its ene- 
mies or by Its prey. This alternative 
has led in two directions— to a defen- 
sive and an aggressive form of resem- 
blance. 


E\ery sportsman has been deceived 


by the close resemblance of birds and 
other animals to the soM and vegeta- 
tion. It would be easy, moreover, to 
show that many of the lower animals 
exhibit similar adaptations. It is also 
well known that some of these crea- 
tures, like the chameleons, many tree 
frogs, cuttlefishes and shrtinps, can 
actually change their colors to make 
them harmonize with the exact tints of 
the \ egetation or soil on which they are 
living. But no animal can compare with 
the Insects and spiders in the detailed 
perfection of their protective disguises 
or in the frequency of adopting this 
method of eluding enemies or of 
stealthily approaching prey. This is 
true notwithstanding the fact that ac- 
tive color, changes like those of the 
chameleon are scarcely known to occur 
among insects. 


Many of the most striking examples 


of protective resemblance among in- 
sects are the result of the very inti- 
mate association of these animals with 
the flora of our planet. Especially is 
this true of Insects which live expos- 
ed on the vegetation. There Is really 
no portion of the plant excepting its 
roots and fruits which is not copied by 
some inseet, often Avlth the most as- 
tonishing faithfulness to details. Hosts 
of moths copy the rough lichen, mot- 
tled bark of trees, the walking sticks 
and looping caterpillars copy the twigs, 
the green, leaves arc Imitated by the 
katydids and the marvelous leaf in- 
sects (phyllium) of the East Indies, 
while the dead leaves are portrayed by 
many moths and butterflies, a form of 
resemblance culminating in the famous 
kallima butterflies of southern Asia. 
Striking resemblances to thorns and 
knots are to be found among spiders 
and leaf hoppers (membracidse), while 
even the flowers may be copied, as In 
the case of the pink orchidlike mantis 
(hymenopus) of India and several oth- 
er species. 


The roots of plants, are not copied be- 


cause they are_ not exposed to view 
and an attemptito resemble the expos- 
ed seed or frnlf'woukl be only an. Invi- 
tation to/birds to destroy any species 
that might be so bold as to vary In this 
direction.— Professor MVilHani Morton
